Strollers - Carriages.and 
strollers sold in Canada must 
meet safety regulations set 
out in 1985S. The stroller 
must come with a lap belt or 
some type of safety restraint 
that is solidly attached to the 
seat or frame. Ensure brakes 
are working and wheels are 
solidly attached. 

Cribs - All cribs sold in 
Canada must meet safety 
regulations set out in 1986. 
Cribs sold or imported into 
Canada prior to that date are 
unsafe. Their sale is illegal 
and they must be destroyed. 
Cribs that meet the regula- 
tions must have information 
that identifies the manutac- 
turer, date of manufacturer 
and assembly instructions 
printed and affixed to the 
crib. It is also important that 
the mattress to be used in the 
crib is no thicker than six 
inches and that it fits snugly 
along the fours sides of the 
crib.

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New initiative to raise waste diversion 


Cobourg--The County of Northumberland has entered 
into an agreement with Canada Compost Inc. (CCI) to 
process residential wet waste. Residential curbside collected 
waste will be hauled from the Brighton Temporary Trans- 
fer Station, currently under construction, to CCI’s Energy 
from Waste Facility in Newmarket. Currently, the Coun- 
ty’s residential waste diversion rate stands at 36 per cent. 
However, that will exceed 70 per cent due to this initiative. 

The CCI facility in Newmarket uses a patented BTA 
process, developed in Germany, to process the organic 
fraction of waste found in both the residential and com- 
mercial sectors. 


Tests completed on Northumberland’s wet waste de- 
termined that 77 per cent of the materials processed can 
be diverted from landfill. Biogas, from the process, pre- 
dominantly methane, can be fed into an on site co-genera- 
tion plant to produce electricity and heat. From a mass 
balance perspective, the plant produces more energy than 
it consumes. Excess energy is sold. 

The formal contract signing took place Wednesday (Aug. 
8th) at the County’s Material Recovery Facility in Grafton. 
County officials and local municipal representatives, along 
with representatives from Corporations Supporting Recy- 
cling and Canada Compost Inc. were in attendance.

Carved from a specially 
created hillside at the east- 
ern’end of the park, the 
grandstand has eight levels. 
each one a sweeping arc of 
over 40 metres in length to 
provide seating for 500. Us- 
ing the ground level area dou- 
bles capacity to accommo- 
date about 1,000 spectators 
for an entertainment event. 

Wheelchair Access 

Three stairways lead to 
the upper levels, while 
wheelchairs are easily ac- 
commodated at ground level. 
Each level is supported ver- 
tically with attractive land- 
scaping stones, and the hort- 
zontal part of each row is 
well maintained grass, with 
a stone border. 

The Amphitheatre faces 
northeast, overlooking the 


Ottawa River beyond the 
grandstand. There was a lot 
of ground moved around 
during the project and the 
projected Amphitheatre pro- 
vided a ready solution on 
what t6 do with 250 tandem 
truck loads of fill. Simply 
build a hill for the outdoor 
theatre. 

There are three kms of 4 
x 4s lying under the 
boardwalk and 40,000 deck 
screws holding it all to- 
gether. If laid end to end the 
boards would stretch 10 
kms. 

The boardwalk was fi- 
nanced through a unique 
“pick a plank” fundraising 
campaign. For $20 each 
contributor could buy a 
plank and then have their 
name inscribed for all to see. 
There are 2,000 boards 
along the boardwalk as well 
as many benches and four 
gazebos filled with historical 
photos and data displays. 

- Big Stage Area 

As for the bandstand, 
which sits within a circular 
are of the amphitheatre, it 
has a stage area of over 70 
square metres, capable of 
holding large entertainment 
groups or orchestras.

Fully Hluminated 

The bandstand is fully il- 
luminated for night viewing. 
with floodlights recessed 
under the cathedral style ceil- 
ing. 

One visit to the park ts 
enough to convince even the 
most reluctant taxpayer what 
magic can be achieved when 
enough progressive minded 
people get behind any 
project.

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The McGraths of Marmora

In Ontario, it is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule 
to find a farm which has 
been handed down from one 
generation to another for 
more than 130 years 

But this distinction can be 
claimed for two families in 
Marmora, and Jim McGrath 
who operated the Tipperary 
Hotel on Crowe Lake, and his 
vider sisters and brothers are 
descendants of both 

Back in the early 1800s, 
their great grandfathet James 
McGrath of Tippérary. Ire- 
land brought his wite and 
two children to Canada, by 
sailing ship. Why they mi 
erated to this part of Ontano 
no one knows. Perhaps it 
had been rumored that in the 
wilds north of Belleville there 
were lovely little graen 
fringed lakes and a gently 
rolling countryside reminis 
cent of the ‘hills of home’ 
At that time, the Crowe In 
dians roamed the district 
hunting, fishing and camp 
ing in summer in the cedar 
grove which grew near the 
site of Tipperary House. 
Though given to stealing 
under cover of darkness, 
they were a friendly tribe and 
there are many interesting 
stories about them, It is said 
that in return for a bobtailed 
horse they agreed to vacate 
the ishands for the MeGraths 
ind move to the other side 

f the lake 
Anne's Island” 1s so 
died becuuse 4 squaw of 
that name was paddled over 
and marooned there by het 
ealous husband whenevet 
he went to buy whiskey at 
he tavern. Then there was 
the old Indian who brought 

e bits of silvered rock to 
show the settlers. No one 
was ever able to discover

ing has since been reduced 
to 4§ acres surrounding the 
old farmhouse. The kitchen 
wing of this house was built 
126 years ago and is of logs 
now clapboarded over. The 
first house of the McGraths, 
also of legs. stood a few 
hundred yards east of the 
present one. 

In 1914, Mr. and Mrs. 
James McGrath (Jim's par- 
ents) built a large addition to 
the farmhouse and opened 
the Tipperary Hotel, which 
for 32 years has offered hos- 
pitality to thousands of Ca 
nadian and American sum- 
mer visitors. Many of them 
return year after year to fish 
and swim and play, or sim- 
ply to rest and enjoy the 
beautiful scenery with its 
surprising contrasts of field 
and forest and = vast 
outcroppings of mineral 
rock. 

Jim’s maternal -great- 
grandfather, John Wolfe, a 
relative of the gallant general 
who fell at Quebec, was also. 
an Irishman and a pioneer 
settler in this district. He 
came from Cork and took up 
land near what is now Mar- 
mora station, where the 
Wolfe River perpetuates his 
name. His farm passed to a 
daughter and is now owned 
by her son, Edward 
O'Connor. 

To chat with Mrs. James 
McGrath (Jim's mother) is 
to touch hands with the past, 
for she has — vivid 
remembrances of her grand- 
father John Wolfe who lives 
to the ripe old age of 103. 

She heard from him at 
first hand about those ardu- 
ous years when mighty trees 
had to be felled, the ground 
cleared of stone, and roads 
hewn through the bush be- 
fore they could receive the 
title of their land. The first 
grain grown was cut with a 
sickle and carried on horse- 
back down a blazed trail to 
the mill in Belleville. Later, it 
was teamed in by oxen. The 
first actual profit made by 
settlers was from potash 
(obtained by burning the 
trees). They took it into Bel- 
leville (where it was used in 
soap making) and received 
household necessities in 
trade. 

Barter was for many 
years the accepted practice

and Mrs. McGrath remem- 
bers the tubs of butter which 
they used to exchange each 
fall for barrels of white and 
brown sugar and other win- 
ter supplies. 

The discovery of iron in 
the district led to.the build- 
ing of the ironworks by Mr. 
Hayes. _ 

Houses. shops, churches. 
a grist mill, a woolen mill, a 
soap factory and four hotels 
sprang up around this new 
industry and ‘so the thriving 
town of Marmora came into 
being in 1843. 

The mine is now aban- 
doned, “the works” have 
long since closed, but Mrs. 
McGrath can remember a 
stove in her grandfather's

house. It had brass legs and 
a big brass knob on top, and 
had been made at the foun- 
dry in Marmora. She also can 
remember the iron ore being 
brought across Crowe Lake 
on scows from the mine at 
Blairton. It was landed at the 
point (then in front of Tip- 
perary Hotel) and drawn by 
horses into Marmora. The 
bridge across the river was 
at that time much farther 
north than the present one. 
Many other local events 
are impressed’ upon Mrs. 
McGrath's memory: the 
coming of the first telephone, 
the first motor car in the vil- 
lage. and the first motor boat 
to stir the silence of the lake. 
She believes it was her own 
father, Michael O'Connor, 
who brought the first binder 
in the district. He was also 


responsible for introducing 
the first electric power when 
he installed his own, and 
four or five other families 
with electric light. 

Mrs. James McGrath has 
probably never considered 
herself a “career woman” 
yet her personal record 


“should give modern girls 


food for thought. While a 
busy farmer’s wife she bore 
and raised nine children. 
Eight of them are living and 
all of them are married. They 
are Everett McGrath, Mary 
Callery, Angela Bymes, Eliza- 
beth Forte, Desmond 
McGrath. Margaret Casey, 
Michael McGrath and James 
(Jim McGrath). There are 19 
grandchildren.

provincial and local legisla- 
tion and communication 
tools to advocate water con- 
servation. 

The Water Response 
Team is urging members of 
the watershed to conserve 
water whenever and wher- 
ever possible as the Level | 
Drought Status continues 
for this region, she says. 

“A voluntary reduction of 
10 per cent water usage is 
required until further notice.” 

The Team is currently 
monitoring the existing con- 
ditions with technical assist- 
ance provided by Otonabee 
Conservation and the pro- 
vincial Ministries of natural 
Resources and Environment. 

“The Water Response 
Team has received reports of 
dry wells, dry wetland areas, 
very low or no flow in some 
streams and creeks.” Ms. 
Reid says. 

“The drought conditions 
are raising concerns over 
livestock watering, stress on 
fish and wildlife, stress on 
crop production and yields 
and human consumption.” 

At present there is no pro- 
longed rainfall forecast for 
the area, she adds. 


“IF these conditions per- 
sist. the Water Response 
team may upgrade the 


Drought Status to Level Il - 


which would require a fur- 
ther 10 per cent reduction in 
water usage.” 

Ms. Reid says the next 
several days “will be crucial 
for the watershed region.” 

“Evéry part of the water 
cycle which supports the 
Otonabee Region watershed 
-- the lakes to the north, the 
surface water in local 
Streams. creeks and 
wetlands and the 
groundwater -- is intercon- 
nected,” Ms. Reid noted. 

“Water usage in one part 
of the watershed affects the 
availability of water in an- 
other part of the watershed. 
Water conservation is key to 
ensuring that the supply of 
local water resources is 
available to all. 

Minimizing non-essential 
water usage (washing cars 
in driveways, watering 
lawns) will hélp conserve 
water,” Mrs. Reid says.

structure under Round One. When combined with municipal, federal and possible pri- 
vate-sector contributions, this initiative will result in three-quarters of a billion dollars of 
new health-and safety infrastructure in Ontario's small cities, towns and rural areas over 
the next two years. 

Each municipality's ability to pay will be considered when determining the appropriate 
provincial share _under a fair and balanced funding formula.

Taking Care of Yourself as a New Parent 
“You're not just born to be a parent. We need help 
being parents.” 


Nobody is perfect, neither parents nor children. . Moth- 
ers and fathers have lives of their own. It’s not selfish to 
do things for yourself. Often, parents care better for their 
children than they do for themselves. But parents have 
basic needs that are very important. Here are some tips to 
help make life easier to handle. 

Get proper rest and eat well. When baby sleeps or is 
quiet, do the same. Slow down and relax. It’s important to 
keep yourself well. Have simple, healthy meals and snacks. 

Share your feelings. If you're feeling angry or de- 
pressed, talk it out with someone. It could be a family 
member, a friend, or a professional. 

Try to understand what’s happening. Having a baby 
is a big change in life. ‘You may find that you don’t have 
much in common with old friends. Relationships change. 
Finding people who understand and share your problems 
can be a great help. 

Share childcare. If you have a partner to share child- 
care with, get that person to help. Go out, even if it’s for 
a short time. Join or start a parents and ¢dts group. Ac- 
cept offers of help from family, friends, neighbours, com- 
munity services, social agencies or support groups. 

Keep visits short and routines simple. A lot of peo- 
ple may want to visit you and baby. If you explain you are 
keeping your routine simple, they should understand. Most 
things can be let go for now. Take each day one step at a 
time. 

Being a parent is wonderful as well as tiring. Take care 
of your physical and emotional needs. It will help as you 
adjust to your special new family member.

Tips on water conservation from 


Quinte Conservation Authority 


In the kitchen: 

Use water in a sink or 
bowl to rinse vegetables and 
wash dishes, and then use 
it to water your plants. 

- refrigerate water to 
drink instead of running a 
tap to get cold water. 

- use composters instead 
of garburetors,»which use 
16 litres of water per 
minute. 

- DO NOT rinse dishes 
before loading them in a 
dishwasher, just scrape off 
the excess food. 

- use full loads in dish- 
washers and washing ma- 
chines. 

- save hand washing of 
laundry until there are a few 
garments to do. 

In the bathroom: 

- turn taps off when 
shaving, brushing your 
teeth, etc. to conserve wa- 
ter. 

- by using a water sav- 
ing showerhead, you can cut 
water use by more than 
40% 


- by taking shorter show- 
ers, one can save up to 40 
litres of water. 

The toilet: 

- use a water retention 
device in the tank, such as 
a toilet dam which can save 
up to 5 litres of water per 
flush, or a water displace- 
ment device, such as a plas- 
tic bag or bottle filled with 
water, suspended in the 
tank, which can also save 
water from being flushed 
unnecessarily. 

Do not flush the toilet 
unnecessarily or use it as a 
garbage disposal; check the 
toilet for leaks by adding 
blue food colouring to the 
tank and waiting for 15 min- 
utes. If the bowl is blue, 
there is a leak, most likely 
something simple like a loose 
flapper valve. 

In your yard: 

- wash the car with a pail 
of soapy water, then rinse 
with a hose. 

- wash the car near veg- 
etation to water your plants 


at the same time. 

- use a pool cover when 
not using your pool to re- 
duce heat loss and ev apora- 
tion. 

In the garden: 

- use a rain barrel to 
catch rain and use this to 
water your lawn and gar- 
den. 

- increase water retention 
in soil by adding compost or 
peat. 

- use mulch around trees 
and shrubs to retain mois- 
ture around roots and re- 
duce evaporation. 

- only water shrubs and 
trees once a week if there is 
no natural rainfall. 

- use native grasses and 
shrubs in your garden 
which require less water. 


Lawn care: 


- do not water the grass 
if it springs back when you 
step on it. 

- water the grass early in 
the morning to avoid evapo- 


ration and fungus buildup 
which can occur if water- 
ing at night. 

- use sprinklers that suit 
the size and shape of your 
lawn or use a drip irrigation 
system. 

‘~cut grass at a higher level 
(5-8 cm) to reduce evapo- 
ration. 

- use ground covers in 
some lawn areas, which re- 
quire less water, water the 
grass only, not the sidewalks 
and driveway. 

-use a broom, not a hose 
to clean off your driveway. 


Inside the house: 

- insulate pipes carrying 
hot water to heat water 
faster and reduce the amount 
of running water used. 


- by repairing leaky 


faucets, you save money and 
water. One drop per second 
wastes 10,000 litres of wa- 
ter per year. 

- adding a water saving 
aerator to taps will reduce 
the flow of water.
